8. (currently amended) The method of ^ bt&e — as — claimed — is 
claim 6, wherein characterised in that the product which releases 
oxalate is oxaliplatin. 

9. (new) The method of claim 7, wherein the calcium and 
magnesium are administered to the patient prior to, after, or 
both prior to and after administration of the product that 
releases oxalate during its metabolism. 

10. (new) The method of claim 1, wherein the calcium and 
magnesium are administered to the patient simultaneously with 
administration of the product that releases oxalate during its 
metabolism. 

11. (new) The method of claim 1, wherein said calcium and 
magnesium are administered separately. 

12. (new) The combination of claim 5, wherein the 
concentration of said injectable magnesium is 15 mg/ml . 
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
